President’s List of General Officers 


aaa MILLER TO RETIRE. 


Commander at Iloilo Will Soon 
Pass the Age Limit. >>. 


RETIREMENT WILL OCCUR MARCH 27, 


He Will Probably Be Succeeded by 
Col. Thomas M. Anderson—Skir- 
mishing Is Frequent Near 
Iloilo. — 


Washington, March 10.—A change in 
command of the United States forces 
at lloilo will oecur on March 27, result- 
ing from the retirement of Gen. Marcus 
Miller, who, on that date, reaches the 
age limit of 64 years. Gen. Miller is in 
the regular service, having been pro- 
moted only recently to the rank of 
brigadier general. If he were in the 
volunteer service his retirement would 
not be compulsory, a precedent to the 
contrary having been established in 
the case of several other general of- 
ficers who held commands during the 
Spanish war. Gen. Miller’s services in 
the Philippines have been recognized 
by the war department as of great 
value, his capture of Iloilo without loss 
to the American forces having marked 
an important epoch in the operations 
in the islands. His compulsory re- 
tirement is a matter ofregret to the de- 
partment. He will be succeeded in the 
natural order of promotion by Col. 
Thomas M. Anderson, who now ranks 
as a brigadier general of volunteers. 

Quiet at Iloilo. 

Manila, March 10.—The Maritime 
Steam Navigation company’s steamer 
Nustra Zenora del Rosario arrived here 
Thursday afternoon from [Iloilo and 
reported all quiet there, although skir- 
mishing is frequent in the outlying 
districts. 

The Negros commissioners landed 
on Friday last at Bacoled and have been 
doing excellent work since. The St. 
Paul landed a battalion of troops at 
Negros on March 4. Col. Smith and the 
other officers were magnificently re- 
ceived and entertained by the natives, 
who were extremely kind and court- 
eous. The occasion was generally cel- 
ebrated with enthusiasm. 

Within an hour of landing the sig- 
nal corps had established communica- 
tion with Iloilo, Capt. Tilley reporting 
the news of the reception to Gen. Mil- 
ler. Goodall’s battalion was subse- 
quently landed at Cebu without oppo- 
sition, and is now quartered in the 
city. | 

Not Alarmed About Dewey. 
-= Washington, March 10.—When his 
attention was called to the statement 
coming from various sources to the 
effect that Admiral Dewey is. break- 
ing down and cannot last a month 
longer, Secretary Long said that he 
had no information whatever on this 
point. The stories of the admiral’s 
{ll-health have been in circulation with 
more or less persistency for the past 
four months. Officers of the navy whe 
have returned recently from Manila 
state that Dewey’s health, so far as 
it could be gauged from his appear- 
ance, appears to be about the same 
as it has been for the past year. 


Honor for a Colored Man. 

Boston, March 10.—James N. Wolff, 
the well-known colored criminal law- 
yer of Boston, has received the ap- 
pointment of judge advocate of the de- 
partment of Massachusetts, G. A. R. 
He was born in Holderness, N. H., in 
1848. He served in the navy during the 
civil war and afterward he completed 
his education. He attended Harvard 
law school and was admitted to the 
bar in Boston in 1875. Against great 
opposition he was admitted to the 
United States district and circuit 
courts at Baltimore, being the first col: 
ored man admitted to these courts. 


Contempt Proceedings Dismissed. 

Sacramento, Cal., March 10.—The as- 
sembly has dismissed the contempt 
proceedings against Milton J. Green, 
U. S. Grant’s political manager, who 
refused to testify as to whom of the 
legislative candidates he had: assisted 
with Grant’s money. Dibble intro- 


duced the resolution. After a heated |.

to 13.

The motorman, think- 
ing that the car was doomed, warned 
the passengers and then jumped into 
the river. 

The tipping of the car on the abut- 
ment, accompanied by the motorman’s 
warning, caused a panic among the 
passengers and they made a wild stam- 
pede for the doors. During the rush for 
safety four of the passengers were in- 
jured. The motorman, after jumping 
into the river, managed to clutch some 
piles and kept his head above water 
until he was dragged out. 


TALMAGE RESIGNS. 


The Famous Divine Severs His Con- 
nection with the First Presby-~ 
terian Chureh in Washington. 


Washington, March 10.—Rev. Dr. T. 
De Witt Talmage, who for nearly four 
years has been the pastor of the First 
Presbyterian church of this city, sent 
a letter Thursday to the session of that 
church tendering his resignatien. It 
is the intention of Dr. Talmage to con- 
tinue his residence in this city. He will 
devote most of his time to literary pur- 
suits. The explanation made in the let- 
ter is.as follows: 


“The increasing demands made upon ma 
by religious journalism, and the continuous 
calls for more general work in the cities, 
have of late years caused frequent inter- 
ruption of my pastoral work. It is not 
right that this condition of affairs should 
further continue. Besides this, it is desir- 
abie that I have more opportunity to meet 
face to face in religious assemblage those 
in this country. and. other countries to 
whom I have, through the kindness of the 
printing press, been permitted to preach 
week by week, and without the exception 
of a week, for about 30 years. Therefore, 
though very reluctantly, I have concluded, 
after serving you nearly four years in the 
pastoral relation, to send this letter of 
resignation.” 


En Route for Samoa. 

Washington, March 10.—The state 
department has been informed that Dr. 
Solf has sailed from Germany for New 
York, en route to Samoa. He hasbeen 
named by the German government to 
replace Dr. John Raffel, the late pres- 
ident of the municipal council at Apia, 
who has just arrived at San Fran- 
cisco on his way back to Berlin. Itis 
probable that he will cross Dr. Soli 
somewhere in this country and inform 
him as to the situation iu the Samoan 
islands when he left. 


To Be Sent Home. 
Washington, March 10.—Four com- 
panies of the Second United States vol- 
unteer engineers, comprising the gar 
rison at Honolulu, Hawaii, are shortly 


to be recalled home. They have been 


on duty there since the outbreak of the 
Spanish war. The garrison will be 
maintained at.Honolulu, and the engi- 
neer troops will be relieved either by 
four companies of the Twenty-fourth 
infantry (colored), now. in Utah, or by 
two or more batteries of the Sixth ar- 
tillery. 


_ Paid Their Tribute. 

Berlin, March 10.—The emperor and 
empress of Germany and their family 
commemorated the death of his majes- 
ty’s grandfather, Emperor William L., 
Thursday by visiting the mausoleum 
and depositing wreaths upon it.

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Practically Made Up. 


SHAFTER AND OTIS TO BE PROMOTED. 


Italy Outlines Her Policy with Refer- 
ence to China, and Is Given an 
Expression of Uncle Sam’s 
Attitude. 


Washington, March 10.—The presi- 
dent has practically made up the list 
of the general officers to be retained in 
the volunteer branch of the service. 
The basis of all the calculations is an 
army of 65,000 men, for the president 
has so far insisted that he will not call 
for volunteers in addition to that num- 
ber unless an emergency should arise. 
The reorganization act limits the num- 
ber of major generals to be appointed 
to one for each 12,000 men and. the 
brigadier generals to one for eyery 
4,000 men in actual service. On this 
basis, as there are already three major 
generals in the army in the persons of 
Gen. Miles, Gen. Brooke and Gen. Mer- 
ritt, there is room for but. two more. 
To fill these two places the president 
has selected Gen. Shafter and Gen. Otis, 
now in command at Manila. It is safe 
to say that the list of brigadiers to be 
appointed will include the following 
names: Gen. Wood, at Santiago; Gen. 
Wilson, at Matanzas; Gen. Lee, in the 
province of Havana; Gen. Davis, now 
on duty with the court of inquiry into 
the beef supplies; Gen. Ludlow, in com- 
mand of Havana city; Gen. Lawton, 
nearing Manila; Gen. McArthur, at Ma- 
nila; Gen. Chaffee and Gen. Frank. 

Is Told Where We Stand. 

Washington, March 10.—The Italian 
government, through its representa- 
tives in Washington, lately laid before 
the authorities here its purpose to ask 
of China a port on San Mun bay, and 


has invited an expression from this f 


government as to its attitude. In re- 
sponse it is understood that Secretary 
Hay, as well as the president, made it 
clear that the United States would 
pursue the same course as toward the 
Russian, British and German occupa- 
tion of Chinese ports, namely, disinter- 


ested’ neutrality. The exchanges have. 


been verbal and rather informal, more 
in the nature. of diplomatic soundings 


than direct propositions.. They have 


given, occasion to erroneous publica- 
tions to the effect that Italy had asked 
the United States to support her de- 
mands on China, and that this govern- 
ment in a pointed note from Secretary 
Hay had refused. It is stated in an 
eminent and authoritative quarter that 
Italy made no such request for Ameri- 
can support, and that there was no decli- 
nation from this government. ‘The 
circumstances of the negotiations, as 
explained in this authoritative quar- 
ter, are as follows: ` 
When Italy determined to seek a port 
on the Chinese coast she addressed 
those powers having large interests in 
China, notifying them of her pur- 
poses. Owing to the. good will be- 
tween Italy and this country, as well 
as the American interest in China, a 
notification was presented to the state 
department here. While Italy is said 
to have had no desire, through this no- 


tification, to enlist the support of the 


United States, she was desirous of pur- 
suing the usual “diplomatic course 
when a move of this character is con- 
templated, namely, to learn. whether 
the United States would. be, either, 
first, favorable; second, disinterested; 
third, opposed. In short, before pro- 
ceeding Italy desired to know what at- 
titude the United States would take as 
to the Italian demand on China. 

The reply of Secretary Hay, which is 
said to have been verbal, was in re- 
sponse to this notification, and sound- 
ings from the Italian authorities. In 
this reply the president is said to have 
given his personal concurrence. In 
substance it was an announcement 
that the United States would in.no way 
change the attitude it had maintained 
thus far when Great Britain, Germany 
and Russia made advances toward 
China, but.would continue to observe a 
position of disinterestedness. | 

Our Attitude Satisfactory. 

Instead of being a denial of any re- 
quest, the reply was accepted by the 
Italian government as entirely satis:

If he were in the 
volunteer service his retirement would 
not be compulsory, a precedent to the 
contrary having been established in 
the case of several other general of- 
ficers who held commands during the 
Spanish war. Gen. Miller’s services in 
the Philippines have been recognized 
by the war department as of great 
value, his capture of Iloilo without loss 
to the American forces having marked 
an important epoch in the operations 
in the islands. ‘His: compulsory  re- 
tirement is a matter of regret to the de- 
partment. He will be succeeded in the 
natural order of promotion by Col. 
Thomas M. Anderson, who now ranks 
as a brigadier general of volunteers. 
Quiet at Iloilo. 

Manila, March 10.—The Maritime 
Steam Navigation company’s steamer 
Nustra Zenora del Rosario arrived here 
Thursday afternoon from Iloilo and 
reported all quiet there, although skir- 
mishing is frequent in the outlying 
districts. 

The Negros commissioners landed 
on Friday last at Bacoled and have been 
doing excellent work since. The St. 
Paul landed a battalion of troops at 
Negros on March 4. Col. Smith and the 
other officers were magnificently re- 
ceived and entertained by the natives, 
who were extremely kind and court- 
eous. The occasion was generally cel- 
ebrated with enthusiasm. 

Within an hour of landing the sig- 
nal corps had established communica- 
tion with Iloilo, Capt. Tilley reporting 
the news of the reception to Gen. Mil- 
ler. Goodall’s battalion was subse- 
quently landed at Cebu without oppo- 
sition, and is now quartered in the 
city. | 

Not Alarmed About Dewey. 

Washington, March 10.—When his 
attention was called to the statement 
coming from various sources to the 
effect that Admiral Dewey is. break- 
ing down and cannot last a month 
longer, Secretary Long said that he 
had no information whatever on this 
point. The stories of the admiral’s 
ill-health have been in circulation with 
more or less persistency for the past 
four months. Officers of the navy whe 
have returned recently from Manila 
state that Dewey’s health, so far as 
it could be gauged from his appear- 
ance, appears to be about the same 
as it has been for the past year. 


Honor for a Colored Man. 

Boston, March 10.—James N. Wolff, 
the well-known colored criminal law- 
yer of Boston, has received the ap- 
pointment of judge advocate of the de- 
partment of Massachusetts, G. A. R. 
He was born in Holderness, N. H., in 
1848. He served in the navy during the 
civil war and afterward he completed 
his education. He attended Harvard 
law school and was admitted to the 
bar in Boston in 1875. Against great 
opposition he was admitted to the 
United States district and circuit 
courts at Baltimore, being the first col: 
ored man admitted to these courts. 


Contempt Proceedings Dismissed. 
Sacramento, Cal., March 10.—The as- 
sembly has dismissed the contempt 


proceedings against Milton J. Green, 


U. S. Grant’s political manager, who 
refused to testify as to whom of the 
legislative candidates he had assisted 
with Grant’s money. Dibble intro- 


duced the resolution. After a heated |. 


debate extending over an hour the res- 
olution was adopted by a vote of 37 
to 13. 


Decide to Advance Prices, 

Chicago, March 10.—The stove manu- 
facturers, who met at the Auditorium 
hotel Thursday, declared upon ad- 
journing that owing to the increase of 
material they were compelled to ad- 
vance prices ten per cent. It was tac- 
itly agreed also that still further ad- 
vances will be made in the near future, 
The ten per cent. increase will take 
place at once, and the second within 60 
days. 


Fatal Collision. 

Altoona, Pa., March 10:—The way 
passsenger train, west bound, ran into 
the rear of a freight train at Allegrip- 
pus, six miles west of this city and just 
west of Horseshoe bend, Thursday 
afternoon. John Tarr, engineer of the 
first engine, hauling the passenger 
train, and George Koim, the fireman, 
were killed. None of the passengers 
was hurt. 


The Alleged Coal Combine. 

New York, March 10.—The Commer- 
cial Advertiser says: The coal men ex- 
press themselves as well pleased with 
the situation, which, they say, is “very 
satisfactory.” Beyond this they will 
not go, and definite news as to the al- 
leged combination of interests repre- 
senting $900,000,000 of capital is not 
procurable at this time. 


Fine Residence Burned. 

Bennington, Vt., March 10.—The 
summer mansion of Mrs. John B. Tib- 
betts, of New York, was almost com- 
pletely destroyed by fire Thursday, but 
several valuable pictures and some of 
the furniture on the first floor were 
saved. The house was built during the 
civil war at a cost of $100,000, tes 


ing that the car was doomed, warned 
the passengers and then jumped into 
the river. 

‘The tipping of the car on the abut- 
ment, accompanied by the motorman’s 
warning, caused a panic among the 
passengers and they made a wild stam- 
pede for the doors. During the rush for 
safety four of the passengers were in- 
jured. The motorman, after jumping 
into the river, managed to clutch some 
piles and kept his head above water 
until he was dragged out. 


TALMAGE. RESIGNS. 


The Famous Divine Severs His Cona 
nection with the First Presby- 
- terian Church in Washington. 


Washington, March 10.—Rev. Dr. T, 
De Witt Talmage, who for nearly four 
years has been the pastor of the First 
Presbyterian church of this city, sent 
a letter Thursday to the session of that 
church tendering his resignatien. It 
is the intention of Dr. Talmage to con- 
tinue his residence in thiscity. He will 
devote most of his time to literary pur- 
suits. The explanation, made in the let- 
ter is. as follows: 


“The increasing. demands made upon me 
by religious journalism, and the continuous 
calls for more general work in the cities, 
have of late years caused frequent inter- 
ruption of my pastoral work. It is not 
right that this condition of affairs should 
further continue. Besides this, it is desir- 
able that I have more opportunity to meet 
face to face in religious assemblage those 
in this country. and. other countries to 
whom I have, through the kindness of the 
printing press, been permitted to preach 
week by week, and without the exception 
of a week, for about 30 years. Therefore, 
though very reluctantly, I have concluded, 
after serving you nearly four years in the 
pastoral relation, to send this letter of 
resignation.” 


En Route for Samoa. 

Washington, March 10.—The state 
department has been informed that Dr. 
Solf has sailed from Germany for New 
York, en route to Samoa. He has been 
named by the German government to 
replace Dr. John Raffel, the late pres- 
ident of the municipal council at Apia, 
who has just arrived at San Fran- 
cisco on his way back to Berlin. Itis 
probable that he will cross Dr. Solf 
somewhere in this country and inform 
him as to the situation iu the Samoan 
islands when he left.

To Be Sent Home. 

Washington, March 10.—Four com- 
panies of the Second United States vol- 
unteer engineers, comprising the gar 
rison at Honolulu, Hawaii, are shortly 
to be recalled home. They have been 
on duty there since the outbreak of the 
Spanish war. The garrison will be 
maintained at Honolulu, and the engi- 
neer troops will be relieved either by 
four companies of the Twenty-fourth 
infantry (colored), now.in Utah, or by 
two or more batteries of the Sixth ar- 
tillery. 


Paid Their Tribute. 

Berlin, March 10.—The emperor and 
empress of Germany and their family 
commemorated the death of his majes 
ty’s grandfather, Emperor William L, 
Thursday by visiting the mausoleum 
and depositing wreaths upon it. In 
the evening their majesties attended a 
memorial service in the Emperor Wil- 
liam Church. 


Much Loss of Life. 

Brisbane, Queensland, March 10.— 
The northeast coast is now being 
swept by a severe hurricane. Already 
there has been much loss of life and 
property, and serious fears are enter- 
tained regarding the safety of the 
pearl-shelling fleet, which employs 
a thousand men. ed 


Given a High Honor. 

Boston, March 10.—The republican 
state committee has elected George 
Von L. Meyer, .of Hamilton, as mem- 
ber of the national republican com- 
mittee to succeed George H. Lyman, 
resigned. Mr. Meyer was formerly 
speaker of the state house of represent- 
atives. 


Has No Assets. 

New York, March 10.—Neilson Bur- 
gess, better known by his stage name 
of Neil Burgess, the aetor and stage 
manager, has filed a voluntary peti- 
tion in bankruptcy. His total liabili- 
ties are $104,059; all unsecured; no 
assets, and not even a wardrobe.

Wilson, at Matanzas; Gen, Lee, in the 
province of Havana; Gen. Davis, now 
on duty with the court of inquiry into 
the beef supplies; Gen. Ludlow, in com- 
mand of Havana city; Gen. Lawton, 
nearing Manila; Gen. McArthur, at Ma- 
nila; Ger. Chaffee and Gen. Frank. 
Is Told Where We Stand. 

Washington; March 10.—The Italian 
government, through its representa- 
tives in Washington, lately laid before 
the authorities here its purpose to ask 
of China a port on San Mun bay, and 


has invited an expression from this } 


government as to its attitude. In re- 
sponse it is understood that Secretary 
Hay, as well as the president, made it 
clear that the United States would 
pursue the same course as toward the 
Russian, British and German occupa- 
tion of Chinese ports, namely, disinter- 


ested neutrality. The exchanges have | 


been verbal and rather informal, more 
in the nature of diplomatic soundings 
than direct propositions.. They have 
given, occasion to erroneous publica- 
tions to the effect that Italy had asked 
the United States to support her de- 
mands on China, and that this govern- 
ment in a pointed note from Secretary 
Hay had refused. It is stated in an 
eminent and authoritative quarter that. 
Italy made no such request for Ameri- 
can support, and that there was no decli- 
nation from this government. The 
circumstances of the negotiations, as 
explained in this authoritative quar- 
ter, are as follows: ` 
When Italy determined to seek a port 


où the Chinese coast she addressed | 


those powers having large interests in 
China, notifying them of her pur- 
poses. Owing to the good will be- 
tween Italy and this country, as well 
as the American interest in China, a 
notification was presented to the state 
department here. While Italy is said 
to have had no desire, through this no- 


tification, to enlist the support of the 


United States, she was desirous of pur- 
suing the usual “diplomatic course 
when a move of this character is con- 
templated, namely, to learn whether 
the United States would be, either, 
first, favorable; second, disinterested; 
third, opposed. In short, before pro- 
ceeding Italy desired to know what at- 
titude the United States would take as 
to the Italian demand on China. 

The reply of Secretary Hay, which is 
said to have been verbal, was in re- 
sponse to this notification, and sound- 
ings from the Italian authorities. In 
this reply the president is said to have 
given his personal concurrence. In 
substance it was an announcement 
that the United States would in no way 
change the attitude it had maintained 
thus far when Great Britain, Germany 
and Russia made advances toward 
China, but would continue to observe a 
position of disinterestedness. | 

Our Attitude Satisfactory. 

Instead of being a denial of any re- 
quest, the reply was accepted by the 
Italian government as entirely satis- 
factory and.as placing it.in the same 
position as other European powers 
who had sought ports in China. This, 
it is said, brings the negotiations at 
Washington to a close, in a manner 
entirely satisfactory to the Italian au- 
thorities. The reported action of Italy 
since then in making its: demand on 
China and following it up with threats 
of a demonstration have not been of- 
ficially communicated here. 


Bank Will Quit Business. 

‘Memphis, Tenn., March 10.—The Con- 
tinental national bank, which has fig- 
ured extensively in the financial history 
of Memphis for the_past ten years, will 
go into voluntary liquidation, to be ef- 
fective April 25. On the following day 
another bank will be organized to take 
its place, backed by ample local cap- 
ital. The Continental national. -bank 
was organized in 1890, with a capital of 
$1,000,000, but several years later this 
was reduced to $600,000, on which basis 
it has since stood. The Continental has 
ample assets, and will pay out dollar for 
dollar.

As an 
English officer and knowing the magni- 
ficent work he has done, I have the 
greatest admiration for him.’ ”

TRANSIENT TRADERS’ ORDINANCE 


The following is the new proposed 
Transient Traders’ Ordinance: 

The common council of the- 
Ann Arbor ordain: 

Section 1. No person or persons, firm 
or corporation, whether residents or 
non-residents of the city of Ann Arbor, 
shall ply the vocation of transient

trader in the city of Ann Arbor with-. 


out first obtaining a license, as herein 
provided for. 

e> Sec? 9. Whoever occupies any premises 
within the city of Ann Arbor and offers 
for sale therein for a temporary period 
only, goods, wares or merchandise, 
whether such sales be made from: selec- 
tions from a stock of goods on hand 
or from samples, and ‘whether such sale 
be made by auction or otherwise, is 
hereby defined and declared to be a 
transient tradesman within the mean- 
ing of this ordinance. 

Sec. 3. Before any license shall be 
granted under this ordinance, the ‘per- 
son or persons, the firm: or ‘corporation 
desiring the same, and desiring to en- 
gage in the business of transient trad- 
ing within the meaning of this ordi- 
nance, shall make application to the 
mayor of said city of ‘Ann Arbor, in 
writing, specifying the kind of business 


the applicant purposes to engage in, the 


time such business is to be carried on, 
anid the place or places within said city 
where such goods, wares and merchan- 
dise are to be sold, and shall, at the 
time of making such application, de- 
posit with the city clerk of said city 
of Ann Arbor the amount of the license 
fee required ‘by this ordinance, and shall 
at the same time, execute and deliver 
to the city clerk of said city a bond in 
the penal sum of one thousand dollars, 
with one or more sufficient sureties to 
be approved by the mayor of said city, 
and conditioned for the transaction and 
carrying on of said ‘business in an or- 
derly and legal manner, and for the 
protection of said city from any costs 
and expenses that may be incurred or 
occasioned by reason of the violation 
of any of the ordinances of said city, 
or the statutes and laiws of this state, 
in the transaction of said brsiness. 

Sec. 4. The license fee required by 
this ordinance shall be as follows: For 
the right and privilege of selling from 
a stock of goods actually kept on hand 
from which selections are made or are 
to be made ‘by the purchasers, or for 
the right and privilege of selling goods 
at retail by samiple from such place or 
places of business, the sum of eight 
dollars per day for the first twenty days 
and five dollars per ‘day for each and 
every day in addition thereto.. 

Sec. 5. Any person violating any of 
the provisions of this ordinance shall, 
on conviction thereof, be punished by 
a fine not to exceed one hundred dollars, 
or imprisonment in the county jail not 
to exceed ninety days, or both: such fine 
and imprisonment in the discretion of 
the court. 

Sec. 6. All ordinances or parts of or- 
dinanices heretofore passed by said 
city, coming in conflict with this ordi- 
nance, or any provisions of the same, 
are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 7. This ordinance shall take ef- 
fect and be in force on and after ten 
days from legal publication. -

Scarcity of Anatomical Ma- 
terial at U. of M. 


Dinky Little Medical Colleges About 


the State are Getting Bodies of Un- 
claimed Dead of Indijent Persons. 


Correspondent Britton gives the fol-. 
lowing additional arguments which 
were used before the legislative com- 
mittee Wednesday evening in regard to 
the appropriations for the U. of M.: 

Dr. Vaughan told the comimitteemen 
about the need for more hospital and 
laboratory room. The professional ser- 
vice given free in the hospitals would 


cost, if the patients had to pay forit; 


upward of $170,000 each year. ‘The only 
charge made was $5 a week for the 
board of the patients, and this small 
sum yields a net income to the Univer- 
sity of $20,000 from the regular school 
hospital anid nearly $10,000 from the 
homeopathic hospital. 

As bearing on the limited resources 
of the school, Dr. Vaughan said that 
a young professor who receives but 
$1,000 a year is doing the greatest work 
done in the United States in investiga- 
tions on the regeneration of the nerves. 

“PIL go further than that,’ said the 
doctor. “He is, perhaps, doing the 
greatest work in that line in, the whole 
world.” 

Both Dr. Vaughan and Dr. Kiefer, one 
of the regents who was present with 
Col. Dean, complained of the great 
scarcity anatomical material at the 


University. Formerly the bodies of all 


the unclaimed dead of indigent persons 
were sent to the University. Then an 
act was passed to the effect that all 
such ‘dead in Wayne should go to the 
medical colleges in Detroit. Later an 
act was passed giving to a Saginaw 
medical college all such dead in Bay 
and Saginaw counties, and this year a 


4 pill is pending to give to a Grand Rap- 


ids college such dead in Kent county. 

“When is this thing going to stop?” 
asked Dr. Vaughan. | 

“Phe state,’ complained Dr. Kiefer, 
“sives all this free of charge to private 
‘institutions run for the private gain or 
the personal honor of those who con- 
duct them,.and pretty soon it will have 
to pay out money for anatomical ma- 
terial for its own institution.” 

The dean of the homeopathic depart- 


ment spoke in behalf of the department. 


He said that in. spite of the agitation 
for the removal of the department to 
Detroit and the unsettled condition cre- 
ated by that agitation, the number of 
students in the department has in- 
creased from 17 to 69 in three years. 
Dr. Vaughan said that 195 operations 
for cataract had been performed in the 
hospital during the past year, all but 
one of which had been successful. 


Regent Dean spoke of the wonderful 


work done in restoring to sight 150 pers 
sons who through cataract and other 
causes had become blind.

Dr.. W. B. Smith Passed Away 
Last Night { 


His Life Had Been Devoted to the 
Good of His Fellow-Men—Been Per- 
manently Identified With Municipal 
Aflairs. 


Dr. Willard B. Smith, one of Ann Ar- 
bor’s most honored and most respected 
citizens, died last evening at 6 o’clock 


forth as pre-eminent concerning the 
deceased, it was the great sacrifice of 
his time and talents ‘which had been 
devoted to the poor of this city. Prob- 
ably no man has ever lived in this city 
who has performed as,much gratuitous 
work among the needy as Dr. Smith. 
When his professional services were 
called for he never hesitated to inquire 
as to whether he would be remunerated 
or not, and his rame is revered by very 
many families in this ss and svr- 
rounding country. 

He also took an unusual pride in Ann 
Arbor and has been an untiring servant 
in its interests. He- was the chief of its 
fire department when there was no sal- 
ary connected with the office. He was 


twice mayor of the city at the munifi-] 


cent salary of $1 per year. He has 
served a long term: on the school board 
without remuneration. He has devoted 
a considerable amount of time to the 
public works of the city and was the 
president of that board at the time of 
his death. His services for Ann Arbor 
and its citizens have been faithful, val- 
uable and covered a number of years. 


Dr. Smith was but two days over 61] 


years of age at the time of his death. 
He was born in Barry, Orleans county, 
New York, and received a portion of his 
education there. In 1858 he came here 
with his parents and graduated in the 
city high school the following year. He 
read medicine with his father, and in 
the fall of ’°59 entered the medical de- 
partment. Graduatinig in 1861, he went 
to the barracks in Detroit, where he 
was in the service of the goverameat 
for about three months. He then re- 
turned to Ann Arbor and commenced 
the practice of medicine. In 1862 he 
was apopinted assistant surgeon in the 
army of the Cumberland, where he re- 
mained for one year, when, on account 
of illness, he returned to Ann Arbor. 
The following year he was reappointed 
to the same position, and remained till 
the close of the war. 

He was married just six months ago 
to his second wife. He leaves one 
daughter, Mrs. Emily Boutwell, by his 
former wife. 

The deceased was a member of the 
Grand Army of the Republic and Ann 
Arbor Commandery; Knights Templar. 
The funeral will be held under the aus- 
pices of the former organization at 3 
o’clock tomorrow afternoon. 

He was a director in the Ann Arbor 
Savings bank, and out of respect for 
him all the banks of the city will be 
closed during the hours of the funeral.

FRUIT PROSPECTS. 


The following is the report to the sec- 
retary of state on the fruit prospects 
in this section of ‘the state: 

Henry Gorton, Waterloo: The freeze 
has killed the peach buds and nearly 25 
per cent of the trees; albout 50 per cent 
of the small fruit is killed and it is es- 
timated that 50 per cent of the potatoes 
are frozen; it is thought that all are 
frozen in pits and some in cellars; ap- 
pie, pear and plum ipuds_ killed but 
grapes are uninjured. 

W. F. Bird, Ann Arbor: Peach buds 
are killed with rare exceptions; some 
live buds in favored situations, but not 
enough to call a crop. The tree, how- 
ever, are in good condition in well 
treated orchards; some trees that have 
not been well attended to or for some 
reason lack vitality, are killed. Rasp- 
berries are injured some and blackber- 
ries badly. Wood and buds of apples in 
“prime condition; plums, ‘cherries and 
grapes seem all right, but strawberries 
are injured some. Many cases of frozen 
potatoes reported, enough, no doubt, to 
‘affect the supply next spring. 

Jacob Ganzhorn, Ann Arbor: On ele- 
vated lands I find enough live peach 
buds to make a fair crop of peaches. 
Vitality of young peach trees not in- 
jured. Cherries, plum, quinces, grapes 
and small fruit all right. Pears, a light 
crop on account of heavy crop last year. 
Alpples at the mercy of coddling moth 
and scab, so cannot estimate crop till 
June. ' ee

TRANSIENT TRADERS’ ORDINANCE 


The following is the new proposed 
Transient Traders’ Ordinance: 

The common council of the- 
Ann Arbor ordain: 

Section 1. No person or persons, firm 
or corporation, whether residents or 
non-residents of the city of Ann Arbor, 
shall ply the vocation of transient

out first obtaining a license, as herein 
provided for. 

e> Sec? 2, Whoever occupies any premises 
within the city of Ann Arbor and offers 
for sale therein for a temporary period 
only, goods, wares or merchandise, 
whether such sales be made from: selec- 
tions from a stock of goods on band 
or from samples, and ‘whether such sale 
be made by auction or otherwise, is 
hereby defined and declared to be a 
transient tradesman within the mean- 
ing of this ordinance. 

Sec. 3. Before any license shall be 
granted under this ordinance, the ‘per- 
son or persons, the firm: or ‘corporation 
desiring the same, and desiring to en- 
gage in the business of transient trad- 
ing within the meaning of this ordi- 
nance, shall make application to the 
mayor of said city of ‘Ann Arbor, in 
writing, specifying the kind of business 
the applicant purposes to engage in, the 
time such business is to be carried on, 
anid the place or places within said city 
where such goods, wares and merchan- 
dise are to be sold, and shall, at the 
time of making such application, de- 
posit with the city clerk of said city 
of Ann Arbor the amount or the license 
fee required ‘by this ordinance, and shall 
at the same time, execute and deliver 
to the city clerk of said city a bond in 
the penal sum of one thousand dollars, 
with one or more sufficient sureties to 
be approved by the mayor of said city, 
and conditioned for the transaction and 
carrying on of said ‘business in an or- 
derly and legal manner, and for the 
protection of said city from any costs 
and expenses that may be incurred or 
occasioned by reason of the violation 
of any of the ordinances of said city, 
or the statutes and laiws of this state, 
in the transaction of said business.

Both Dr. Vaughan and Dr. Kiefer, one 
of the regents who was present with 
Col. Dean, complained of the great 
scarcity anatomical material at the 
University.
